SLAPS AT NOISY COLLEGIANS 


President Eliot Tells Harvard Fresh- 
men Quietness and Scholarship 
Indicate a “Democratic 


Gentleman.” 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 5.—In defining 
his idea of a democratic gentleman to the 
freshman class of Harvard, Président 
Eliot gave a by no means gentle rap at the 
college ‘‘sport.’’ 

“I have heard ft stated,” he sald, ‘that 
the gentleman's mark in Harvard is U--the 
different grades of scholarship being re- 
spectively A, B, C, D and E; A is excel- 
lence, E is failure. You can easily see 
where C belongs. 

“The gentieman is, therefore, not to be an 
effective, strong worker, not a strenuous 
seeker after knowledge. Can you imagine 
a more indifferent, shiftless, lazy purson 
loafing through four years of co.lege life? 
Or can there be a stupider idea than that 
of a gentleman, especially of a gentleman 
in a democracy?’ 

‘President Eliot's design was to sum up 
what all the others had said, the gist of 
his remarks bei that a freshman, iv be 
and to do everything that a true Harvard 
man ought to be and do, must be a demo- 
cratic gentleman. 

“A gentleman,’’ he said, “must also be 
quiet. If a man ts heard bawling about the 
college yard one can’ feel perfectly sure 
that he is either an outsiijer or a newcomer, 
Iie must never do anything that wi.l hurt 
a woman or child or an inferior. He must 
be generous, efficient, deferential to age.

Many Pronounce It Most Brilliant So- 
cial Event Thus Far in World’s 
Fair Season. 


GUESTS THRONG THE PAVILION 


Foreign Dignitaries and Social Lead- 
ers of East and West in Bril- 
liant Assembly. 


The New York day reception and ball giv- 
en by Gov. Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., and at- 
tended by about 30% guests at the New 
York pavilion Tuesday night, was the great- 
est event socially of the World's Fair. 

It was so pronounced by society which 
attended it and those whose decision i3 law 
in such matters point to the fact that the 
function went off without a hitch, perfect 
in plan and execution, memorable for won- 
derful lighting effects, rich decorations, 
beautiful women and distinguished men, 
both of army and of civil life. 

That this happened while the Veiled 
Prophet was holding his court downtown 
is considered only as proving that St. Louis 
has become a great social city. Neither af- 
fair seemed to suffer because of the other. 

The guests began arriving promptly at 9 
o'clock. A magical fl umination of the New 
York pavillion grounds won their admira- 
tion as they approached. Thousands of 
Chinese lanterns had been strung in 
straight lines and curves, making artistic 
designs. There were festoons of light, an- 
gies, circles and even webs and showers of 
light. Vari-colored moons and stars shone 
everywhere among the trees. The words 
‘“‘New York’’ were spelled in light on every 
side of the grounds. 
| Inside the special decorations consisted 
of flags draped at the end of the rooms 
and gladiolia draped about the sides. As 
the guests entered at the south side they 
were directed by marines in bright red and 
blue uniforms drawn up in two lines dt the 
head of the receiving line. A sergeant of 
marines asked the names and passed them 
on to Maj. Bird, military secretary to Gov. 
Odell, who stocd at the head of the receiv- 
ing line in which were the governor and 
Mrs. Odell, members of the state World’s 
Fair commission and their wives and state 
Officials. 

At the end of the line were grouped the 
members of Gov. Odell’s military staff in 
brilliant uniforms. 

Throughout the evening the guests mov- 
ing about the great halls and the galleries 
presented a brilliant scene, enhanced by 
the rich costumes of the women and the 
gold lace and scarlet of the military. 

While two orchestras—Weil’s and Fan- 
ciulli'is—gave alternate music from either 
side of the smilux draped balconies, Gov. 
Odell and his party stood in a half circie 
and received New York's guests. Sta- 

| tioned opposite to them were the members 
/of the inarines gay in their uniforms of 
red and blue with many gold buttons. 
Three of the marines stood just before the 
governor’s military secretary, Maj. Bird, 
and assisted in placing the guests in line 
for presefitation to the governor. Mrs. 
Odell stood beside her husband. Mra. Nor- 
man Mack, the New York commissioners 
their wives and Mrs. Dore Lyon and mem- 
bers of the New York state legislature fol- 
lowed. Beyond were the members of the 
governor's staff, every one a ‘real soidicr” 
because of the military examination that is 
required in New York.

Prof. Hart of Harvard University to 
Carry Case Up on Interstate Com- 


merce Contention. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5—Prof. W. H 
H. Howard of Howard University has an- 
nounced his intention of carrying a case 
against him fn the Maryland state courts, 
founded on the “Jim Crow” law, to the 
United States Supreme Court to secure an 
interpretation of the interstate commerce 
act in that connection.

JAPS MEETING REVERSES 


MUKDEN, Oct. 3.—(Delayed)—A Russian 
corr dent of the Associated Press who 


who has juat returned from Maj. Mist- 
chenko's division, with whom he has been 
since September %, says: 

“There have been constantly recurring 
skirmishes in which the Russians have 
reguiarly defeated the Japanese, although 
the engagements have never been very 
large. The last advance I witnessed was 
on October 2, when the Japanese made sev- 
eral movements but were driven back on 
every occasion by the Russian cavalry. 

“In this fighting, Captain Lepekhin Cher- 
torgof! was wounded, and also a few Cos- 
sacks. The Japanese lost one officerg sev- 
eral privates and some horses, Fresh de- 
velopments are now ¢xpected."’ 

The correspondent was with Mai. Mist- 
chenko’s division during the engagement 
reported Oct. 1 near Toumitsa. north of 
Yental. The Japanese there occupied en- 
trenched position on Toumytsa hill, but the 
Russian artillery, opening fire at ten o'clock 
in the morning. shelled them out and Jap- 
anese fied aftér slight resistance. Cossacks 
galloped up and occupied the position. 

The Japanese were followed to within 
two-thirds of a mile of Yentai station, and 
the Russians came into contact with them 
twice during the day. They tried to sur- 
round the Russians by means of a turning 
movement, but supports came up and the 
Japanese were beaten off. 

The Russians finally retired slowly to the 
North, having collected information as to 
the whereabouts of the Japanese, and mak- 
ing no attempt to hold the positions gained.

having @ tariff tax to give the manufacturer control. In Brazil or in Australia, the 
suit of clothes, corresponding in value to that sold at $15 to New York or San 
Francisco merchants, ean be sold from London for $12 and sold at @ profit which 
justifies the trade. 
Whether the articles are clothing or steel billets or kerosene oil or anything else, 
it no sooner crosses the tariff line which closes this market, than it must be sold 
in open market at its own fair value, without a fictitious value added by taxation. 
This is a proposition which demonstrates itself. It demonstrates itself, also, that 
the “protection” on which all the trust interests now “stand pat,” is framed for 
this one purpose of enabling them to sell goods higher in tae American market than 
the same goods are sold in any open market in which they sell to foreigners. 

The whole point of the protection a trust gets from a tax levied on the Amer- 
ican consumer, lies in the opportunity the tax gives to sell to the American higher 
than to the Brazilian, the Australian or the foreigner of any other country. 

It is thus a part of the system, necessary under the system, that when goods 
are shipped abroad from this country by the protected trusts, sg are sold cheaper 
3000 miles away with all freight included than they are at home 

In the home and foreign prices of American coal oil this year, the difference in 
favor of the foreigner reaches 36 per cent. Lately, when a Texas railroad was pay- 
ing $28 a ton for rails at the mills, the price at Tampico, across the line in Mexico, 
was $24 a ton delivered. The report of the Chamberlain commission in England 
shows that when the American price for steel billets, controlled by the steel trust 
was 98 shillings a ton at Pittsburg, they were offered for delivery in England at 
75 shillings a ton. Tne New York Iron Age recently printed lists of hardware ex- 
ported to South America from which it appears that a shovel sold in the closed 
American market for 90 cents, will be sold in the open South American market as 
low as 86% cents rather than miss the sale. 

Such direct illustrations can be multiplied without limit. They belong to the 
system and they cannot be separated from it.
